In an article published some time afro 


it was stated that ainee the source of 
the Mississippi rirer l»about three miles 
nearer to the center of the c-arth than 
its mouth is, therefore-the water of the 
river runs uphill.

Ihe earth is not a sphere, btrta- spheVoid 
flattening toward the poles, l!ut this 
recession can not t>c 'accurately de- 
scribed as a "flowing uphill1,." because 
that would imply that the water di»- 
obeys the law of gravitation.. 


The direction of gravity is always-at 


a right angle to the surface of still 
water, and if the earth were completely 
covered with water, that surface would 
he not in the form of a sphere, but of a 
spheroid,

' same shape as that of the solid surface 
of the earth tukun as a whole.

face of the oceans, which is called a 
"surface of equilibrium, because, with-
